qHE SOUTHERN PENITENTIARY PLAN 


The Rumor That President Cleveland May 
Not Run Again—Judge Stewart's 
Naturalization Bill, 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—[Special.}—The 
river and harbor bill has been completed and 
was given to the press today, although it will 
‘pot be introduced in the house until Thursday. 
Ji aggregates $19,452,783, and is the largest bill 
of the kind ever introduced. Georgia is fairly 
well provided for in the bill, and the amount 
gen her is divided as follows: 

Harbors— Brunswick, $35,000; Savannah, 
$90,000 ; C umberland Sound, $112,500, 

Rivers—Altamaha, $10,000; Chattahoochee, 
$15,000; Coosa, to complete, $60,000; Flint, 

000; Ocmulgee. $10,000; Oconee, to com- 
plete, $10,500; Savannah, below Augusta, 

‘ ), 

er onccthis with the Savannah, the bill 
says $21,000 is appropriated for completing the 
present project and commencing the extended 
project recommended in the engineer’s report 
for the year ending June 30, 1887, which is 
estimated to cost $80,000, thus committing the 
government to the new project, and practicaily 
giving the Savannah $106,000. It was a 
good piece of work on Major Barnes’s part 
toget the government committed in this man- 
ner, and he deserves credit from his con- 
stituents. 

Charleston harbor gets $350,000 by the bill: 
Mobile gets $250,000,} Vicksburg $150,000, and 
Galveston, and the channel to Galveston bay, 
$600,000. 

The Alabama rivers are provided for as fol- 
lows: Alabama, $20,000; Black Warrior, $100- 
000; Tallapoosa. $75,000;- Warrior, below 
‘Puscaloosa, $18,000; Tombigbee $12,900, 

In’Vlorida none of the rivers get over $10,000, 
except the St. Johns, which gets $156,000, 
Pensacola harbor $35,000. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN, 

It issaid tonight that those who believe 
President Cleveland will not be a candidate 
for renomination at St. Louis are feeling the 
public pulse as to a! boom for Secretary Whit- 
nev. They claim that Whitney is Cleveland’s 
choice as his successor, and that New York 
would respond with a united front and large 
majority for the secretary. This I think is 
hardly probable, although it all goes to show 
that the few anti-administrationists in the 
democratic party are doing all in their 
power to force President Gleveland to decline 
the renomination on the grounds set forth in 
his letter of acceptance of August, 1884. How- 
ever, 23 President Cleveland sees the great 
mass Of his party in this country are in favor 
of his renomination, itis barely possible, his 
friends think, for these few  discon- 
tents to prevent him from becoming a 
candidate fora second term. A senator who 
is on quite intimate terms with the president, 
said tonighi, that although Mr. Cleveland had 
not so stated to him, he had not the slightest 
doubt but that he would be a candidate for re- 
nomination. Upon being asked on what grounds 


~ he based his conciusiems, he replied that he 


did not believe the president cared toserve an- 
other term in the white house, but upon Mrs. 
Cleveland’s account, and that alone, he would 
accept the nomination. 

5 MR. STEWART’S BILL. 

The judiciary committee today reported 
favorably Judge Stewart’s bill to construct 
two United Stetes penitentiaries at a cost of 
$500,000. The bill provides that one shall he 
consiructed north of latitude 39 degrees, and 
the other south of it. The bill will probably 
pass, and now isthe time for the people of At- 
lanta to strike for the one to be constructed in 
the south. The government has 250 acres of 
land near Atlanta, a portion of which is occu- 
pied by the barracks, and it is certain that no 
better site in the entire south could be selected. 
Attorney-General Garland and Sccretary Vilas 
will be appointed to select the site. The pco- 
pleof Atlanta should watch the bill, and strike 
for the building at the proper time. Atlanta 
has already been spoken favorably of by the 
wembers of the judiciary committee, and if 
the bill passes she can get it by a slight effort. 

Judge Stewart said today, in speaking of 
his bill introduced yesterday, to ameud the 
uluralization laws, that he thinks it time 
this government was undertaking to protect 
Itself against those who are opposed to law and 
the established rulesand regulations of moral- 
ity known to this country. The judge has been 
congratulated by many cf his colleagues for 
introducing this bill. 

Mr. Clements introduced a bill today to pay 
to the heirs at law of James A. Stewart, of 
Fulton county, $9,000 for the use and destruc- 
tion of his property by General Sherman’s 
forces in 1864. 

BILLS BY OTHER MEMBERS, 

Mr. Norwood introduced a similar bill to 
pay tothe heirs of Joseph V. Connerat, of 
Savaanah, the proceeds of the sale of 200 bales 
of Kentucky jeans and 285 bales of cotton osna- 
burgs, captured from him by the United States 
military forces in 1864.

IMPEACHING BARTLE. 


Congressman Caruth Before the Lard Inves- 
ligating Committee, 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—In the house com- 

mittee on agriculture this morning, Represen- 
tative Caruth, of Kentucky, presented a pro- 
test of the pork packers of Louisville against 
the testimony of W. G. Bartle. It was placed 
on file. Inreply toa question by the chair- 
man, Mr. Caruih stated that he had a general 
knowledge of the reputation of farmers 
throughout Kentucky. 
, The Chairman—Do you believe in the sweep- 
ing charge made before this committee that 
farmers are in the habit of sending diseased 
hogs to market? 

Mr. Caruth—If I believed that of Kentucky 
aga I would cease to be a resident of that 
Staic. 

Mr. Funston, of Kansas, member of the com- 
mission, in the name of the farmers of Kansas, 
protested against the charges of Bartle. He 
then asked Mr. Caruth, what he characterized 
as a hypothetical question, as follows: 

“If a witness before this committee should 
state that for eighteen years he had followed 
the business of purchasing er slaughtering 
piggy sows, stags, boars and cholera hogs, run- 
ning them into bacon and selling them to the 
people; that at the age of 61 his conscience 
hurt him and he quit the business; that after- 
wards he endeavored to purchase preperty to 
put his son into the same business; if you were 
a member of this committee would you con- 
sider him too big a villain and scoundrel to be 
believed, even ender oath ?” 

Mr. Caruth—Well, that is rather a sweepin 
question. I[ would hate tobelieve that such 
things as that exist. 

Mr. Dreer, of Chicago, resumed the testi- 
mony and stated that the food adulterated 
laws of England had in no way interferod 
vith the sale of American refined lard in that 
country. ‘There had been no fault found .with 
retined Jard in England. 

Mr. Funston inquired whether witness 
charged that the packers mixed unwashed 
guts with lard. | : 

Witness replied that when the manufacture 
of iard was done in a slipshod fashion these 


| Objectionable parts would slip in. 


Mr. Funston inquired how. witness knew 
this fact. Witness replied that he had seen 
insufliciently washed guts mixed with lard. 
Mr. Funston called upon witness to give the 
names of packers whom. he had seen doing 
this. Witness declined. to answer, and per- 
sisted in his declination in spite of Mr. Fun- 
ston’s determined eilort to extort a reply. 
Witness was sustained by the committee m 
his right to refuse. inasmuch aa he was not tes- 
tifying under oath but merely by invitation. 

A CARD YROM BARTLE. 

Str. Lou, March 27.—W. G. Bartle, whose 
testimony in regard to pork packing has crea- 
ted such a commotion, has arrived home and 
been interviewed by a reporter. He declined 
to make any additional statement as to pork 
packing, but said that there is still further evi- 
dence forthcoming that will create more of a 
sensation than what has been published in his 
evidence. Ile claims to have been misrepre- 
sented in the telegraphic reports of the com- 
mittee’s proceedings, and has accordingly 
Written outastatement. This statement re- 
fers principally to his evidence.as regards J. 
Dold & Sons, of Kansas City, and is to the 
following effect: 

In the telcy:aphie dispatches from Washineton 
under date of March 24, relating in part to what f 
stated before the house committee on agriculture, 
in reference to the packing of pork in this country, 
there isan error as to what I stated concerning 
Jacob Dold & Sons, of Kansas City. I never sug- 
ecsted or intimated that the foreman of the firm 

ad recenfly bought 2.290 smothered bogs, whieh 
were put into tanks ard went into prime steam Jari, 
renacered by that tirm. The substance of what I 
did say was that the foreman ‘of Dold & Sons, who 
gave his name to me aS Maitin, said that ~vhile he 
was foremun ofanother concern he had tanked 
out in one . season for that horse 
2,200 smothered hogs and put the produet 
amongst prime lard. In justice to Dold & Sons, -] 
must say that their packing honse is far above the 
averace for cleantiness. Their foreman took me 
through the rendering room, and I take pleasure in 
saying that I found the same in first-class order and 
cohdition, Ihave been misrepresented through the 
public press as to the testimony be‘ore the cougress- 
lonal committee, but whateverI there stated lam 
ready to verify in whatever form the investication 
may eome. The people are deeply concerne1 in 
this matter, irrespective of the wishes or interest of 
the contending factions.

DISEASED SWINE. 


A Fatal Hog Disease in France--Trichinosis 
in Germany. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The president to- 
day transmitted to the two houses of congress 
areport from Minister Pendleton, at Berlin, 
dated January 30th, 1585, from which it ap- 
pears that trichinosis prevails in certain parts 
of Germany, and that a number of persons 
have already died from the effect of eating the 
meat of diseased. hogs grown in that country. 
He also transmits a report from the consul at 
Marseiiles, cated Fobrahsy 4th, representing 
that for a number of months a highly. contag- 
ious and fatal disease has prevailed among the 
swine ofa large section of France, which dis- 
ease is thought by the commissioner of agri- 
cultnre to be very similar to hog cholera. 

The president says itis extremely doubtfui 
if the law passed April 20, 1878, entitied an act 
to prevent the introduction of contagious dis- 
eases into the Liuiited States, meets cases of 
this description. In view of the dangers to the 
health and lives of our people, and of the con- 
tagion that may spread to live stock of the 
country, by the importation of swine or hog 
products from either of the countries named, 
he recommends the passage of a law prohibit- 
ing such importations, with proper regulations 
as to the continuance of such prohibition, and 
permitting such further prohibitions in other 
futare cases of likc character as safety and pru- 
dence may require.

At the close of the funeral ceremonies, 
which will be conducted by Bishop Paret, the 
remains will be conveyed to the Baltimore and 
Potomac railroad station, and will leave at 2p. 
m. by a special train on the Pennsylvania raul- 
road for Toledo. Ail justices of the supreme 
court, except Justices Bradley and Mathews, 
and committees of the senate and house 
accompany the remains to Toledo, where they 
are expected to arrive Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock. ‘The remains will be conveyed to 
Trinity church, and will remain there for sev- 
eral hours allow the — —— old nant 
and those who may come from the surround- 
ing country, to see his face before the bedy is 
interred. : 

The'funeral services, which will be simple, 
will be held at the church at 3.:p.m. The ex-

‘ALL HANDS SKIPPED. 


Cleaning Out of a Raliegh Nat- 
ional Bank. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE CASHIER 


Make Canada’s Shores Safe, Carrying 2 
Negro. Porter With Them to Carry the 
Gold—QOther Criminal News. 


Raueten, N.C., March 27.—{Special.]—Late 
last night a rumor became ¢utrent that Presi- 
dent@harles B. Cross and Cashier Samuel C. 
White, of the State National bank, had ab- 
seconded with a°lirge amount of the bank’s 
funds. The rumors deeped into certainty. 
The directors met and were in session .until 
midnight hour. The meeting made the fol- 
lowing announcement of the defalcation: 

The directors of the State National bank, having 
reason to believe that the president and cashier of 
the bank ‘have abseonded with a large amount of 
assets, have determined to close its doors and tun 
over ail its affairs to the-proper officers of the 
United States government “We ar@ glad to be able 
to asstre the pabli¢ that. other banks of the city 
are not affected by this defaleation, 

By order of directors, 

(Signed) E. R, StamPs, Chairman Pro Tem. 

This was given tothe local paper just before 
midnight. Very few people knew of the affair 
last night, and every) attempt was made to in- 
sure secrecy. This morning, when the pubdlica- 
tion appeared, it was like a thenderclap. Peo- 
ple here had never known anything of the kind 
in all Raleigh’s history. Crowds gathered on 
the streets, and the exeitement was intense. 

The bank was widely known. It was found-. 
ed by the late Join G. Wiliams, ana for years 
had the confidence and esteem of the business 
public. Twoyears ago C. FE. Cross was elected 
president, He had previously been chief 
clerk in the office of the state au- 
ditor. A few days ago the  stock- 
holders of the bank met and elected five new 
directors, making the Dumber of the Jatter ten. 
The old directors were Mrs. M. C. Williams, 
E. k. Stamps, W.S. Primrose, 8. C. White 
and C. KE. Cross. The new ones elected in ad- 
dition were Rev. C. T.. Bailey, Ed. H. Lee, D. 
B. Avera, M. T. Morris and G. E. Leach. The 
new directors were assured that the bank’s 
condition was admirable. They were badly 
deceived and today they are gloomy. They 
had given notice that they would "Tuesday 
make investigation of the bank’s affairsand 
this tended to precipitate the crisis. The capi- 
tal of the bank was $200,000. 

It now appears that the bank’s condition 
had for some time been shaky. Some weeks 
ago President Cross went to Canada, ostenst- 


‘bly to look after some property for the’ bank. 


A fortnight ago Cashier White went to Can- 
ada. The Jatter returned to New York, an1it 
now appears while there rehypothecated a 
large amount of the bank’s securities. They 
returned some days ago, and last Thursday 
telegraphed tothe banks in Richmond and 
Baltimore to send to the State National bank 
ten thousand dollars each, and that they would 
send a check on the Park bank of New York 
for twenty thousand dollars. Friday night 
the money came by express. White went to 
the express office, took the package and 
signed the receipt for _ it, Saturday 
morning he went back and paid the charges 
on it. He never deposited it in the bunk at 
all, but kept it. When their draft for $20,000 
eu the Park bank was presented it was not 
honored, as the account was overdrawn. 

Saturday afternoon White remarked in the 
bank that he was going to Chapel Hill to see a 
sick relative. Cross remarked that he had 
never been to Chapel Hill, and thought he 
would go there and spend Sunday with White. 
So both left on tl. 6o0’clock train. They were 
accompanied by the negro janitor of the bank. 
They did not buy tickets, but paid their fare 
on the train. Sunday morning early they were 
seen ut Greensboro. This is the last trace of 
them. 

It was found today that they had unques- 
tionably gone to Canada, as the wives of both 
said that last Friday their husbands remarked 
that they would be in Canada Monday. They 
took the janitor with them. They carried off 
in cash $42,000. They left only $15,000 in 
cash in the bank. 

One of the directors says that last night the 
following showing of the bank’s status was 
made: Due depositors, $202,000; due Park 
bank, of New York, $65,000; due to Citizens’ 
National bank of Raleigh, and National bank 
of Raleigh, $15,000. Total,$298,000. It wasshown 
at a meoting that the assets ought to be as fol- 
lows: $324,000 in notes and $75,000 in mort- 
gages on realestate. There was just $15,000 in 
cash. Of the $524,000 in notes, there is no 
telling how much has been rehypothecated. 
The state of North Carolina was one of the de- 
positors, but had luckily checked out much of 
the deposit, and only had $14,000 of general 
fund and £35,000 of the fund for the deaf, 
dumb and blind institution on deposit. Be- 
sides this there was deposited to the credit of 
the State Agricultural and Mechanical college 
$8,000, received from the Hatch fund. There 
is no telling what is the amount of defalcation. 
Ore of the directors said this afternoon 
he theught it would be $200,0000. The current 
estimate is $250,000. 

This morning a telegram was sent to Wash- 
ington by the bank officials giving notice of the 
affair. District Attorney Busbee also gave 
official notice of the matter, and Bank Exami- 
ner P. McD.-Tate was ordered here.. He will 
arrive tomorrow morning. There were some 
large depositors, and these were wrought up, 
of course. There were many interesting stories 
of people who had just saved themselves by 
checking out. Ono Wake county farmer had 
$50,000 on deposit. The last quarterly state- 
ment of the bank was made Fobruary 14th, at 
which time there was $300,000 on deposit 
subject to check. Although, as has been said, 
some people thought it perhaps a trifle shaky, 
a majority regarded it as pexfectly sound, and 
had confidence in the president and cashier. 
The former is a young man, a native of Gates 
county, this state, and is a member of the First 
Baptist church. He married a daughter of 
Mrs. Williams, who was for years after her 
husband’s death, president of the bank. The 
fainily was rich and influential. The property. 
was left by the late president, John G. Wil- 
liams, to be divided among his family, when 
tho youngest child became twenty years of age 
That event will transpire the third of June 
next. White was. teacher in the Sunday-school 
of the First Methodist church, and was very 
popular. He had been cashier since 
the bank was. established. He was a brother 
of Mrs. Williams. It is believed that Cross 
and White had taken all the money of the 
Williains family upon which they conld lay 
their hands, and seeing that they must make 4 
final accounting for June, as above stated, 


they determined to take the remainder of thg,! 


funds they could lay hands on, and fly to C 
ada, where they had previously been and 
made due arrangements. 

The personal property of both men was 
levied upon today. Cross owned a valuable 
sawmill uear nere. It is currently believed 
that beth men had for some time been dealing 
in stocks, and there. are now rumors that both

- Cashier J. G. Brown, of the Citizens’ Nas 
tional bank, said: 

“This morning quite a number of our depos- 
itors, who do not usually appear so early, came 
in ax! made deposits. Some made offers of 
aid, ane saying he would, if necessary, go te 
New York and bring back $50,000 for the bank. 
His kind offer was declined with thanks. and 
he wns told that the bank needed no assistance 
whatever. The feeling on the part of all de-# 
positors is perfectly good.’’ 

Battimore, March 27.—The failure of the 
National bankof Raleigh did not create sur- 
prise in bank circles in this city, as the bank 
was looked upon as weak. Ten days ago Sam- 
uel ©. White, cashier, stopped at the National 
Union bank of this city, and asked for a dis- 
count of $20,000 of planter’s paper. It was not 
looked upon’as safe and was refused. The Na- 
tional Union bank has been its correspondent 
in this city, but had discounted nothing for it 
since last November, and, therefore, lost noth- 
ing. . White told the president of the National 
Union bank that he had had no difficulty in 
getting the accommodation in New York, 
whieh had been refused in Baltimore. It is 
supposed White then was on his way to Can- 
ada. 

The State National bank, of Raleigh, was 
started.by a wealthy man named Williams, 


with a capital of $100,000. Williams assigned F Messrs. 


the shares to his son-in-law, and they, with 
him, became directors. After the death of 
Williams, his widow became president of the 
bank and acted as such until two or three years 
ago, when she retired, and her son-in-law, 
Cross; was elected president. The Nationai 
Union bank, of this city, always accommo- 
dated the Raleigh bank by re-discounting its 
paper, except on one previous occasion, and 
lost nothing by the transactions. The circu- 
lation of the closed bank is said to be not over 
$25,000, which is secured, but deposits are said 
to be about $240,000, for which the stock- 
holders are responsible. 
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A STRANGE TRIBE OF INDIANS 


Who Have Crossed Into Mexico on a Maraud- 
ing Expedition. 

Noaares, Ari., March 27.—{Special.]—Re- 
ports have reached the ofiicials of Senora, 
Mexico, to the effect that the Indians, a tribe 
whith inhabits the ‘Tiburen island, in the gnif 
of California, have recentiy crossed the In- 
fernalill strait tothe main land, in the state 
of Sonora. The intelligence states that they 
are raiding ranches and committing other dep- 
redations with a boldness that has struck ter- 
ror to the peaceab‘e Mexican settlers along the 
coast. The scene of their depredations is 
almost due west of Hermosilla, and while the 
country thereabout is sparsely settled, there 
are @ sufficient number of ranches 
in that section to afford them 
abundant opportunities for indulging 
in the destruction of life and property to their 
heart’s content. The tribe number about 300 
in all, and are one of the tallest. races on the 
continent, nearly all measuring six feet four 
inches. It is claimed by some that they are 
cannibals. However, they are the only Indians 
in North America using poisoned arrows, and 
they prefer raw decomposed meat to meat that 
has been cooked,.and in fact live entirely upon 
raw food. In stature, looks, language and 
manners, they are different from any of the 
Indians in America. 

A few years ago a Turk visited their island, 
and he claimed that they spoke his tongue. In 
appearance they resemble the Malayans, but 
few civilized peonle have ever had the courage 
to visit the island they inhabit, and those who 
have and got away alive are regarded as being 
decidedly fortunate. 

Many fishermen have attempted to stop 
there but they did not remain long, and con- 
sidered themselves lucky when __ they 
got away. They have never before 
been known to leave the island upon depreda- 
ting excursions, and their present raid isa 
complete surprise to everyone, and especially 
to the officials. They have often been known 
to cross over into Sonora on trapping expedi- 
tions, but they came in small parties and man- 
ifested no desire to commit depredations, 
Acting Governor Carroll is taking steps tosend 
a force of troops to the frontier to check their 
advance, and will place them under the do- 
minion of the state. 


SHOT BY A SON OF HIS VICTIM.

Daniel Wineland Falls a Victim to a Boy’s 
Vengeance. 

GIRARD, Ills., March 27.—[Special.]—David 
Wineland, a carpenter, while under the influ- 
ence of liquor the first of November quarreled 
with and shot W.H. Deitz, proprietor of a bil- 
liardhall,t the wound causing the death of Deitz 
some months later. Wineland is now under

To Expedite Iusiness in Irish Land Courte— 
Adjoumment for Laster Holidays. 

Lonpon, March 27.—Debate on Balfour's 
bil) to expedite business in Irish land courts 
by appointing assessors to assist judges, was 
resumed in the house of commons tonight. 

Lord Churchill urged the government tosub- 
stitute for LBalfour’s bill a larger measure, 
bring the machinery of land litigation in Ire- 
land under one body, to be actuated by one 
policy and uuongell by one staff, which should 
deal both with the purchase and valuation of 
lands and the subject of renis. The present 
machinery was complicated and expensive 
and. was characterized by insanity and 
unreason. [Cries of ‘“‘Hear!’”’ “Hear!’’] 
There were three separate -tribunals in 
Ireland for the administration of land laws, 
and in some respects they were antagonistic ta 
each other. There wasthe oid landed estates 
court, the land commission and the purchase 
commission of 1885. The joint result of the 
commissions had been a reduction of rents in 
[reland by two millions pouuds yearly, while 
the tutal cost of the commissions had: been nog 
lass than 500,000 pounds. The commissions 
had unwittingly neutralized each other, for 
more work, the purchase commission did the _ 
less the Jand commission hadtodo. Why net” 
review the whole system without delay¢ If 
the government did not deal quickiy with the 
settioment of ‘the .claims of tenants, the land 
troubles would increase greatly. 

T. W. Russell said Churchill’s~ 
would produce an effect in Ireland. The 
block in the Jand courts was immense, and 
ténants kept importunizg members to bring 
the question before the house. M. Balfour’s 
new bill would compel tenants to go before a 
sort of committee of selection. The tenants 
would consider the proposals as a desperate 
effort of the government to hiuder the work of 
the commissioners Whohad been fixing rents 
at a fair figure, and unlessthe measures were 
withdrawn parliameut would hear about i¢ 
loudly and strongly. [{Parnellite cheers. | 

Mr. Baifour contended that the bill would 
enable the land courts to deal more rapidly 
with pending arrears and would give greater 
elasticity to the work of the courts. Propo- 
sals were designed to meet the views of the 
opposition. If they did not meet with approval 
he would withdraw them. But he thought 
the best course would be to allow the bill to be 
read the first time, 

Mr. Gladstone approved the introduction of 
the bill, without pledging his ultimate appro- 
val of the measure. 

The bill was then read the first time, and 
the house adjourned until April Sth.

If any lcss in the 
amount made and gathered on the place occur- 
red by reason of the fact that the crops were 
not gathered in time, the tenants might show 
that such loss did not occur by reason of any 
fault or neglect on their part, but by reason of 
providential interference. 

3. There was no material error in the rulings 
complained of in the other grounds of the mo- 
tion for a new trial.

Blandford, J.—1. In 1851, there was no 
general law requiring the court of ordinary to 
have and use a seal of office, and letters of ad- 
ministration then issued were not inadmissible 
because such a seal was not attached thereto. 
22 Ga. 112. 

2. The signature of the clerk, without more, 
is sufficient as to the exemplification of the 
records of his office. This court is bound : to 
take notice of who are the public officers of 
this state, where the law requires such officers 
to be commissioned by the governor; and when 
any suggestion is made that the signature of 
such officer is not genuine, it is incumbent 
upon him who makes the suggestion to prove 
it, the presumption being that the signature is 
genuine. 

3. The presumption that public officers do 
their duty applied to the court of ordinary in 
issuing letters testamentary; and where the 
letters themselves declared that they were is- 
sued by the court of ordinary of the county of 
their issuance, and contained various recitals 
showing that they were properly issued, the 
presumption is that such recitals were true un- 
til the contrary appears, and the letters were 
admissible in evidence. 7 

4. Without the introduction in evidence of 
the letters testamentary, a nonsuit wou'd have 
been proper, but their rejection was error.

Blandford, J.—1. A finding that the defen- 
dant in this case was guilty of the offence with 
which he was charged before the mayor and 
council of Brunswick, was not contrary to the 
evidence.. 

2. Upon the trial of a policeman of the city 
of Brunswick, upon charges of inefficiency, 
failure and neglect of duty, a member of the 
council, who was mayor pro tem., and acted as 
presiding officer of the court, was entitled, as 
well as other members of the body, to vote upon 
the question of dismissing the officer, and was 
not limited in voting to cases of a tie only. 
Therefore where, upon the question of dis- 
missal, the vote stood three in favor of the 
propomon. and three against it, one of the 
atter being the presiding officer, it was error 
to hold that he could not vote, and upon the 
withdrawal of his ballot to declare the motion 
to dismiss adopted; and upon a petition for 
certiorari alleging such error, the writ should 
have been granted. 

3. Under the act of the legislature incorpora 
ting the city of Brunswick (Acts 1872, p. 151), 
the mayor and aldermen could remove a police 
officer executively, if they thought proper to 
do so, withcut trying him at all, provided they 
had good and sufficient cause therefor. If they 
had not, he would probably have a right of ac- 
tion against the city for his salary.

Simmons, J.—1.Where,upon the -trial of a 
possessory warrant case, the magistrate deter- 
mines that the property has been violently or 
fraudulently taken or enticed away or was 
lost in the peaceable and lawful possession of 
the plaintiff, and renders a judgment in favor 
of the plaintiff, he shall then require such 
plaintiff to enter in a bond with good and _ suf- 
ficient security for the forthcoming of said 
property to answer any judgment, execution 
or decree that may be recovered against him by 
the defendant in an action at law or in equity: 
and upon his failure to give the bond required 
by the statute, the magistrate may deliver the 
property to the defendant upon his entering 
unto like bond; but where, upon the trial of 
the case, the magistrate renders a judgment in 
favor of the defendant, and the possession of 
the property is therefore not changed, no bond 
is required to be given by the defendant.

confers upon the judge the power, upon the 
hearing of the certiorari, remand the 
case. or give’ final tudgment and 
direction therein as he may see fit; and where,.

He Tells a Reporter Something of His For- 
eign Tour. 
From the New York Tribune. 

“Well,’”’ said Mr. Gould, meditatively, toa 
Tribune reporter. who broke in upon him, “I am 
Lome again and, as you see, in pretty good health. 
I have gained ten pounds since I went away in 
search of restand recreation. One thing I have 
conquered,” and here Mr. Gould’s face indicated 
sincere pleasure, “and that is the neuralgia. Yes, 
sir, that enemy which has tormented me so long 
has left me, somewhere in the deep Atlantic I hope. 
Where have I been since I left here? Well, Isailed, 
as you know, to Liverpool on the Umbria. Then I

railroads, so that I might compare them with our 
eleyated system. 

“In the first place I found that the fares were 
much higher. In London it cost mea shilling and 
sixpence—thirity-one cents—to ride the distance 
equal here to that from One-hundred-and-fifty- 
fifth-strect, to the Battery, which costs only five 
cents. The charge there is by the mile, There 
this boasted underground system is actually slower 
than our elevated roads. I took the time of transit 
and the stops from my watch and found the aver- 
age speed to be less than on our elevated roads. 
And then the tunnels were simply stifiing. I felt on 
some occasions asif my breath would be choked 
out of me, The consequence of all this is that Lon- 
doners are rapidly going back to the omnibuses,and 
for short trayél they use thcse almost entirely. 
They wish to ride in the open air, where they can 
breathe and take their chances on reading. The 
cars in the underground roads are lighted by gas. 

“T passed a week in London,” cont d Mr. 
Gould, ‘‘and then I went to Paris, where I remained 
a week, From there I went to Marseilles, where I 
Was met by my yacht, the Atalanta. Thence we 
Coasted along the Riviera, touching at Nice, San 
Remo—where the crown prince, now Emperor 
Frederick, has been staying~thence to Leghorn, 
Florence, Naples and Rome, I noticed one pecu- 
liar and interesting thing in France and that was 
the toll system. Every place was surrounded by a 
girdon, and every hen, egg, piece of beef, potato, 
all supplies, everything in fact, bad to pay toll. 
The railroad system is far inferior toours. The ser- 
vice is comparatively poor, and the cost of travel 
ing—why, it cost as much for my trunk as it did for 
myself. And when it came to telegraph messages— 
in Italy esyecially—the expense was a third greater 
than it is here and—well, they seem to think there 
that any time will do for the sending of a message. 
I enjoyed the Riviera with its rich, scenery and its 
vintages very much. 

100 COLD ON THE MEDITERRANEAN, 

“From Rome we went through Sicily, thence to 
Greece, from there to Egypt, then back to Malta, 
to Tunis and Algiers,to Gibraltar, to the Canary and 
Cape Verd islands, across to St. Thomas and 
then to St, Augustine. I found the Mediterranean 
far from being as pleasant waters as 1 had antici- 
pated. Thecold winds from the snow topped Alps 
and the Pyrenees made the air far from pleasant,and 
roughened the waters so that the Mditerranncan 
afforded us as rough voyaging as did the Atlantic,’ 

Mr. Gould paused fora moment, as if running 
over his foreign trip with pleasure, when he was 
rudely called back ta New York by this audacious 
speech: ‘Mr. Gould, you have been away for five 
months, and yet there are people here, bulls or bears 
or some such kind of animals, who say that all this 
while yeu have been amorg us, justas much as if 
you were sitting right here and manipulating stocks, 
as of old.” 

Mr. Gould smiled alittle, and thenas if enjoying 
all by himself the idea of such an unreasonable con- 
ception, replie 1 without moving in hischair: ‘Well. 
as to that, all I can say is this: I went away for rest, 
I took care to leave all my affairs in snug shape, so 
as not to be bothered with the thought of business 
cares, To save myself from annoyance I went even 
so far as toinstruct my son George that he should 
not under any circumstances telegraph to mea single 
stock quotation; and he did not, with one excerze- 
tion, and that was while I was at Alexandria.”

VOLUNTARY MANSLAUGHTER 


Is the Oiiense of Which Noah Parker Has 
Been Found Guilty. 

Covineton, Ga., March 27.—[Special.]— 
About 9 o’cloek this morning the jury in the 
case of the State vs. Noah: Parker, charged 
with murder, returned a verdict of voluntary 
manslaughter. They were out tifty«ix hours, 
but had the case under consideration only 
thirty-two hours, on account of the suspension 
of their deliberations during the Sabbath. The 
verdict of the jury was a surprise to many per- 
sons, as it was generally thought that they 
would find the defendant guilty of murder and 
recommend that he be imprisoned for life.

Macon, Ga., March 27.—[Special.]—Early 
this morning, before many people were stirring 
about, Mr. J. M. Brown, who keeps a store 
near the Vineville branch, was accosted by a 
negro lad named Thomas Smith. who seemed 
over-anxious to sell four chickens which he 
had in his possession. Mr. Brown did not 
think that the negro came into honest posses- 
sion of the chickens, so he detained him until 
Ofticer MeCafferty arrived.

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| LEE AT DUNGENESS. _ 


A Romantic Story of the Early 
Days. 


The Visit of Governor Lee to the Grave of 
“Light Horse Harry” Recalls an = 
Interesting Story. 


Brunswick, Ga,, March 27.—The trip of 
Goyernor Fitzhugh Lee to Florida, and from 
that point to Dungeness, in order to view the 
last resting place of his grandfather, revives 
interest in the story of that historic spot. 

As one approaches Dungeness from the land- 
ing, & grand avenue bordered and arched over 
with heavy moss-draped live oaks leads east- 
ward across the estate. About one-third the 
distance to the beach another ayénue leads off 
to the right to the ruins of the old’ mansion. 
This old-fashioned three story building, with 
its walls of tabby or coguina (composed of oys- 
ter shells and lime) was erected nearly a hun- 
dred years ago, when the estate was first set- 
tled by the widow of General Nathanial 
Greene, of revolutionary fame. It was for 
nearly three generations the home of wealth 
and refinement. The house was accidentally 
burned in 135 or 1866 by some negroes 
who had taken up their habitation 
in it, the owners having abandoned it on the 
breaking out of the war. The south end of 
Cumberland island was granted to General 
Nathaniel Greene by the state of Georgia as a 
reward for his sacrifices and distinguished mil- 
itary services during the revolution. He was 
weaithy when the war began but impoverished 
himself in his efforts to feed and clothe the 
army when congress failed to provide for it. 
A year after the end of the war he removed 
from his hame in Rhode Island to Mulberry 
Grove, a rice plantation owned by him’ on the 
river a few miles above Savannah. While he 
was living there in feeble health the Cumber- 
land grant was made. A few months after 
this he died (in 1786) and it is probable 
that he never saw _ his new estate. 
He was buried :in the old cemetery at Sa- 
vannah. The identity of his grave has long 
since been lost, though tradition says he was 
buried in one of the old vaults near the west- 
ern gate. Several years ago an unsuccessful 
effort was madeto find his remains. It is said 
that many of the vaults in that portion of the 
cemetery had been entered years ago by a no- 
torious negro thief, and the silver name-plates 
stolen from thee: skets, General Greene’s being 
among the yaults desecrated. Mrs. Greene 
was a Miss Catherine Littlefield, of Block 
Island, and wasa woman of remarkable re- 
finement, business tact, and intelligence. 
Several years after General Greene's death 
she married a Mr. Miller, with whom she liv- 
ed happily for many years at Dungeness, and 
whose w.ortal remains rest besideJher own in 
the little tabby walled burial ground some 
three hundred yards cast cf the old mansion. 

In this little plat is also the grave of General 
Henry (Light-horse Harry) Lee, one of the 
most brilliant of revolutionary ofticers, and the 
father of the great confederate leader, General 
Robert E. Lee. In 1814 General Lee was bru- 
tally maimed by a mob in Baltimore, where 
he was visiting a friend, the editor of the Ke- 
publican Journal, a newspaper which had in- 
curred the violent enmity of the roughs of the 
city. The residence of the editor was attacked 
by the mob and General Lee assisted in an at- 
tempt to defend it. The editor and his friends, 
including Lee, were rescued by troops, and 
placed in jail for safety. The mob battered 
down the door of the jail, killed some of. the 
inmates, and General Lee was so injured that 
he never recovered. Three years later, by ad- 
vice of his physicians, he went 
to the West Indies, but his 
health not improving he returned to the 
United States ang stopped at Dungeness for 
rest.. Here, on March 25, 1818, he died, and 
was buried the next<dlay. The United States 
flag-ship John Adams, which had borne the 
old hero back from Nassan to his own loved 
country, and the brig Saranac Jay in Dungeness 
harbor. Commedore Henly performed the last 
rites. Captains Elton, Finch and Madison 
and Lieutenants Fitzhugh and Ritchie, of the 
navy, and Lieutenant Lyman, of the army, 
were the pall-bearers. ‘The procession moved 
out of the mansion, the swords of the first two 
pall-bearers crossed over the dead soldier’s 
breast. The weapons were sheathed, ‘‘for his 
heart beat no more,’’ and they said, ‘‘Rest in 
Peace.’’ Captain Payne, of the army, and other 
ofticers of the navy followed. ‘The marines 
formed the guard of honor, and an. army and 
played a funeral march, »The body was com- 
mitted to its last resting place beneath a moss- 
covered live oak. A volley of musketry burst 
out onthe silent air, and the solemn booming 
of the minute guns from the John Adams was 
borne afar over land and sea. One of the last 
and one of the most gallant of the leaders in 
the war for independence was at rest. The 
grave is marked by a plain stone with asimple 
inscription, while near by an ancient cedar 
tree strugyles with the seraggy oaks to main- 
tain its evergreen watch over the hero’s head. 

The funeral procession marched across the 
site of the orange grove, which three years be- 
fore had been destroyed by British troops; the 
minions of the same power that “Lighthorse 
Harry” Lee had fought so bravely in the prime 
of his life. Onthe llth of Jantary, 1515,a 

sritish fleet, under Admiral Cockburne, bore 
down on Cumberland island. A division was 
sent up the sound in barges and landed at Dun- 
geness. while another landed at the plum or- 
chard. No attempt was made by the Ameri- 
cans todefend the island. Amelia island was 
then Spanish territory, as was all of Florida. 
The Americans had a small battery at Point 
Petere on the maintind, at the mouth of the 
St. Mary’s river. Fifteen hundred invaders 
camped in the magnificent grounds at Dun- 
geness, and within three days they almost en- 
tirely destroyed the splendid groves vf date 
palms, eclives, oranges, etc. 


The site of the old. residence at Dungeness, 


is now occupied by the elegant mansion of Mrs. 
Andrew Carnegie, a present from her husband. 
The walls of the building are of New Hamp- 
shire granite ashlers, lined with brick. The 
style of architecture is denominated a moditied 
Eastlake. The main tower, in whichisa bel- 
videre overlooking the forest and surrounding 
land and waterscapes, rises to a height of over 
one hundsed feet. The house is finished and 
furnished throughout in magnificent style, and 
provided with hot and cold water both fresh 
and salt, gas, and the most approved electric 
appliances for call bells and lighting the e 
The outbuildings have been reconstructed or 
demolished and their places supplied with the 
best class of modern structures, while the 
grounds have.been laid out and put under the 
care of a landscape gardener. The building 
alone cost $200,000, and Difgeness is now sal 
to be the most elegant countryseat in the 
south.

The story of its instant success is known 
to all; after twelve years of dusty existence in an 
editor's pigeon hole, “Meh Lady’’ came forth to 
charm @ quarter of a million readers. 

This éniorces again the oft repeated and as oft de- 
nied statement ef the editorial! methods of great 
magazines. While “Meh Lady” was thrust aside for 
years the magazine went on printing and paying 
for much that was senseless, profitiess drivel—for 
even a great monthly does that sometimes. ‘(Meh 
Lady”’’ came unheralded; she suffered a rude wel- 
come.

Any hair that was golden or yel- 
low was thought almost a deformity and a girl with 
sunny tresses waslooked upon es hideous, was 
taunted asa ‘‘red head’ and generally used a lead 
comb or some wash to make her golden tresses con- 
form as nearly as possible tothe prevailing stand- 
ard. All women plastered theit hair in a hard, flat 
mass tight to the skull with bandoline or some other 
mucilaginous substance, as low down asthe ears, 
and then had it twisted in stiff, wire-like spirals or 
puffed out like blinders. _

Heaviest Rainfall Ever Known in 


the State. 
The Rivers Rising KRapidiy—lKalilroads Sub- 
merged and Travel Very Much Im- 
peded —Other Incidents. 


Montcomeny, Ala., March 27.—{Special.}— 
Alabama is now suflerinz from the effects of a flood 
that bids fair to equal the famous freshet of 1826, 
The rainfall hefe, up to noon today, since Sunday, 
has been oyer seven inches—the heayiest ever 
known. In 1886, the fall was something over four 
inches. Reports from north Alabama, Tennessee 
and Georgia, indicate that the rains have been 
heavy im these sections, and unusually high waters 
are expected here inthe hext twenty-four hours. 
Reports from different points on the Coosa and Tal- 
poosa rivers are to the effect that these streams are 
high and still rising. The Alabama river, at this 
point, has risen at the rate of eight inches an hour 
today, and is now only sixteen feet below the high 
water mark of 1886. 

The people living in the northwestern portion of 
the city,subject to overflow,are growing uneasy, and 
are ready to move oui to the hills at a moment's 
notice. The railroads in this section have already 
been greatly damaged from the high waters, and 
washouts, and travel and traflic is practically sus 
pended on several lines entering Montgomery. No 
trains have come in from the north beyond Bir- 
mingham since Sunday night, being shut off by a 
big washout, No trains are runningon the Western 
raliroad between here and Selma,cron the Mont- 
gomery and Eufaula road between here and Eafaul’, 
NO trains haye cone n from the south tmight. Te 
tracks are overflowed or washed out in many places. 
So far no loss of life is reported gexcept 
the crowning of a negro fisherman in the Alabama 
river today. The damage to crops will not be very 
serious except on the lowlands, and there is yet 
time for replanting. Five trains on the 
Mobile and Girard rm lroad between Union Springs 
and Troy are waterbound, and cannot move until 

ymorrow evening, Itisa remarkable fact that the 
heavy tains of 1886 began on the 26th of March, and 
the rainfall that brings the present freshet bean 
on the same day of the same month this year. The 
Alabama river is already out of its banks, and many 
miles O° low lands are already inundated. Re .orts 
from all over the state tell of heavy floods and high 
waters, aud very serious results are entertained. 

THE RAINS IN GEORGIA, 

Telegrams from various parts of the state, report 
unusually heavy rains, especially in the northern 
part ofthe state. The rivers are rising rapidly at 
Rome, but the belicfis expressed that no disaster 
willensue, At West Point, and at Columbus. the 
river is booming. 
the danger lies in the further rise of the rivers. 

The Storm Around Hogansville, 


HoGANSVILLE, Ga., March 27.—[ Special. ]— 
We had quite a storm here this morning 
about 9 o’clock. The rain fell in torrents 
washing the farms terribly. Many hundred 
pounds of fertilizers were carried off by the 
washing, which makes the damage greater. 
Our farms here are well and scientifically 
ditched and terraced, but such rains are be- 
yond human control. The cold weather has 
badly damaged, if not entirely destroyed the 
fruit crop. Some farmers think that there 
will be a partial crop yet, but the majority 
aflirm the total destruction of peaches, pears 
and plums. 

AS was previous!y mentioned, the Hogans- 
ville Alliance has effected a co-operative asso- 
ciation and willin a few months have mer- 
cantile business within their own ranks, and 
will also establish their own warehouse for 
cotton and all other marketable products;

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A Revolution in Farming. 

In the current number of Harper's Maga- 
zine, Mr. Charles Dudley Warner has @ 
zemarkably interesting article entitled 
* Studies of the Great West.” 

Speaking of the state university of Wis- 
wonsin, Mr. Warner praises its agricultural 
department in high terms, but what im 
presses him most is the connection of the 
wniversity with the farmers’ institutes. 
Under a recent act of the legislature, 
farmers’ institutes have been organized, 
and placed under the control of the regents 
of the university, who have the power to 
select a state superintendent to control 
them. The farmers, therefore, while not 
actually students of the university, are di- 
rectly instructed by it. The state appropri- 
ates $12,000 a year to this work, and the 
‘gmoney has been found sufficient to pay the 
galaries of the superintendent and his 
assistants and the expenses of specialists 
who are called in from timetotime. In 
forty-five counties last year there were held 
eighty-two farmers’ institutes. At the 
meetings 279 practical topics were discussed, 
and 107 lecturers were employed. The 
meetings are managed by local committees, 
and every effort is made to interest the 
farmers and bring them to the front. 

Before the organization of these insti- 
tutes, the farmers of Wisconsin depended 
mostly upon one crop, spring wheat, and in 
bad years they suffered greatly, as they had 
nothing else to fall back upon. But the 
institutes changed all this. The farmers at 
their meetings discussed clover as a fertil- 
fzer; recuperative agriculture; bee-keep- 
ing; household economy; the education of 
farmers’ daughters; the economy of sheep 
husbandry; egg production; poultry; the 
value of thought and application in farm- 
ing; horses to breed for the farm and mar- 
ket; breeding and management of swine; 
mixed farming; corn culture; breeding and 
care of cattle; small fruits; butter-making; 
the country roads, etc., ete. 

Mr. Warner says in conclusion: 

The farmers have been enabled to protect them- 

selves against the effects of drought and other evils. 
Taking the advice of the institute in 1886, the 
farmers planted [£0,000 acres of ensilage corn, 
which took the place of the short hay crop caused 
by the drought. This provision saved thousands of 
dollars’ worth of s'ock in severai counties. From 
all over the state comes the testimony of farmers 
as ta the good results of the institute work, like 
this: ‘“““ Several thousand dollars’ worth ‘of im- 
proved stock haye been brought in. Creameries and 
eheese factories have been established and well 
supported. Farmers are no longer raising grain ex- 
elusive y, as heretofore. Our hillsides are covered 
with clover. Our farmers are encouraged to labor 
anew. A new era of prosperity in our state dates 
from the farmers’ institutes, 

With such results it must be admitted that 
the sensible system of agricultural education 
adopted in Wisconsin is working admirably, 
Perhaps precisely the same plan would not 
suit the farmers in every state, but some- 
thing of the kind, modified to suit the wants 
and wishes of each locality, would no doubt 
be found of great benefit to our agricultur- 
ists everywhere. If these institutes are to 
be credited with the revolution in farming 
in Wisconsin, they should be given a fair 
trial in the south, where an agricultural 
revolution is most assuredly needed.

An Archbishop's Views. 
Archbishop Corrigan, of New York, has 
authorized the publication of an interesting 
interview by a reporter of the World, in 
‘which the position of the Catholic church 
toward McGlynn, George and the Knights 
of Labor is clearly defined. The interview 
was had through Vicar-General Preston, but 
was read and indorsed by the archbishop. 
Against McGlynn and his Anti-Poverty 
society the archbishop is particularly severe, 
announcing that the ‘‘church is done with 
him.” Further than this, the archbishop 
gays that any Catholic who attends Mc- 
Glynn’s lectures is giving encouragement to 
an enemy of the church and is guilty of a 
grave fault; not that the enemy is dangerous 
in himsclf, ‘‘but because he may exert a 
baneful infiuence over weak minds through 
the very encouragement given him,”’ 
It appears that Henry George possesses 
the sympathy rather than the indorsement 
of the archbishop, who believes him to be 


sincere in his aims, ‘though, of course,’’ he | both civil and criminal, is fully treated, and

gays, “his land theory is false.”” ‘The arch- 
bishop thinks George was very wise in 
‘throwing McGlynn off, for being no longer 

encumbered with ‘‘the Old Man of the Sea” 
he will fare much better without the incubus 
of McGlynn’s partnership. ‘‘Still,’’ he con- 
tinues, ‘‘George’s doctrine on the land ques- 
tion as well as his vicws as to government 
ownership of railways and telegraphs, which 
are to be for the use of all without individ- 
wal cost, is nothing but rank socialism. 
Called by any other name, socialism is the 
game, and the church has condemned it. It 
is a fine idea for the shiftless and lazy, that 
of living on the commonwealth—but it is 
not only visionary and preposterous, but also 
emphatically immora).’’ 

The archbishop speaks in no uncertain 
terms in denouncing the teachings of social- 
ism, and what he says will be approved by 
all good people. 

In speaking of the Knights of Labor the 
archbishop says: 

Ail these secret societies of workingmen have 
one wrong principlo. No Catholic, indeed, no self- 
‘Fespecting man, ought to bind himse)f to follow the 
future rulings ofa majority vote, or, what is more 
often the case, of om irresponsible junta, Llere we 
#@e One man or a small committec clothed with the 
power of orderinz thousands to quit work, to stint 
their frmilics and to clog the wheels of commerce so 
Bhat otLor thousands are thrown outof employment 
and the general public inconvenienced. It is a sys- 
tem which not only deprivesa man who desires it 
ws a oy in short, of his freedom—but in 

sufferings and hardships it causes ig absolute! 
sbsurd and criminal. . 

“This interview will be read with much 
interest, and what is said of the Knights of 
Labor may be regarded as expressing the

Mrs. W. H. Felton on Luxurious Living. 
The article of Mrs. W. H. Felton in the 
Criterion on the danger to the republic from 
the increase of luxury in living, was strong 
and siguificant. We reprinted it in these 
columns, thereby giving it our most deli- 
cate compliment and indorsement. 

But is there not another side to the pic- 
ture she drew? We all agree that simple 
habits and simple living are best. That 
moderate fortunes are best and well-diffused 
prosperity. But do not the poor profit after 
all by the follies of the rich? - 

Which is best in the community: The 
millionaire. who lives on cheese parings and 
in ahut, squeezing the tail ofthe eagle 
every time he spends a dollar, or the mil- 
lionaire who scatters his money in rich liv- 
ing and showers gold for pictures or feasts? 
When Vanderbilt spent $100,000 on a night's 
ball, the florists, artists, confectioners, mu- 
sicians, dressmakers and thousand of people 
into whose pockets that princely sum went, 
felt kindlier to Vanderbilt than to another 
millionaire who that night ate a ten-cent 
supper in a chill and deserted house. When 
aman pays $10,000 for asingle picture that 
money spins through the fingers of the artist 
and goes into ahundred avenue of trade. If 
aman has a new carriage for every season of 
the year, the carriagemaker approves as he 
takes his check four times a year. The 
man who spends $1,000 to paint the walls of 
a single room is rather better as far as the 
public is concerned than the equally rich 
man who has his walls made lJeprous with 
ten dollars worth of paper. 

In these days of imperfectly administered 
charities it is doubtful if a man cannot do 
quite as much good by running the bulk of 
his income out through easy and luxurious 
living, as by pniting it into gifts or endow- 
ments. No matter how foolishly he may 
spend, his money finds its wise uses, and 
lavishly as he threw it away it strikes very 
soon the brawny hand of toil and lights the 
eye of poverty with the sweetness of bread 
and meat carned in honest labor. 

The ideal man of wealth, let us say, is the 
man who gives one-fourth of his income to 
charity or public works, who puts 
one into reserve and spends 
the remaining half in improving, 
beautifying his property and in liberal or 
even Javish living. Such a man is certainly 
more to the public than the man who keeps 
soul and body together on five per cent of 
his income and lets his fortune fatten while 
his body starves. The man who sits down 
toa $100 supper in Delmonico’s makes a 
market and brings a price tothe hunter 
who shot his duck in the Chesapeake, the 
fisherman who took his salmon in the Ken- 
nebec, the farmer who raised his celery in 
Long Island, and the peasant who pressed 
his wine in France. As long as he lives 
within his income, give us the man who 
spends, even if he pays fifty dollars apiece 
for his plates (which make glad the artist 
and potter), or $500 for flowers (which the 
florists get), for a single night.

Judge Speer as an Author,

The work is on ‘“*The Removal of Causes,”’ 
and treats of the numerous and important 
changes inthe jurisdiction of the federal 
courts by the far reaching act of March 34, 
1887. <A principal feature of the book is an 
analysis of the act. It has been pronounced 
by the courts the most obscure piecc of legis- 
lation on the subject of jurisdiction yet 
enacted by congress. The book takes up, 
analyzes and construes each section and 
clause of the act, bringing to bear upon its 
construction all the important decisions of 
the supreme court of the United States, and 
the important and recent decisions of the 
circuit courts; the citations of cases are 
brought down to date. 

The revolutionary character of this act 
has placed the bench and bar absolutely at 
sea on the question of the jurisdiction of the 
federal courts by removal from state 
courts, sO much 80, that the act has had al- 
most as many constructions as there have 
been judges to construe it. This created a 
necessity for a clear, comprehensive and 
analytical treatise which would simplify 
and make plain the law as now of force. 
This Judge Speer has most admirably done. 

The entire. subject of removal of causes, 


in the appendix there is an ample collection 
of new and carefully prepared forms for 
the removal of causes adapted to the law as 
now modified, for use of the practitioner, 
and a tabular compendium in which the 
elements of the various removal acts are 
thrown in juxtaposition for comparison, 
and the essential elements requisite for the 
removal of a cause under cach provision is 
made so apparent that the practitioner can 
tell at a glance whether his cause is remoy- 
able, with ready reference to the decisive 
authority. 

The book is written in the clear and at- 
tractive style for which all-of its author’s 
writings are remarkable, and will doubtless 
have « large sale throughout the country. 
Several prominent law publishing firms com- 
peted for the work. Messrs. Little, Brown 
& Co. assume all the cost of publication and 
are to pay the author 2 handsome royalty. 
It will be issned about April 10th from 
the University Press, Cambridge, Mass., 
and, like in all work done there, the typog- 
raphy and paper is certainly beautiful.

Senator Riddleberger’s Speech on the Bill 
‘Presented by Mr. Blair to Give Maimed 
Ex-Confederates Preference.

Wasnineron, March 27.—In the senate the 
presiding officer laid before the senate a com- 
munication from the marshal of the supreme 
court inviting the senate (by direction of justi- 
ces) to attend the funeral ceremonies of the 
late chief justice in the hall of the house of 
representatives at noon tomorrow. . 

On motion of Mr. Hoar the invitation was 
accepted and it was ordered that the senate 
meet tomorrow at a quarter before twelve. 

Mr. Blair called up the question of the sec- 
ond reading of the bill introduced by him some 
time since to give preference to disabled con- 
federate soldiers as between men who had 
been disloyal, in appointments to civil office. 

Mr. Riddleberger said that he could not see 
the force of the objections made to the bill on 
the republican side of the chamber. Most of 
the objections to it had come from ex- 
confederates on the democratic side, and it was 
to them that he proposed toreply. He sup- 
posed that he wasthe only republican from the 
south who had been a confederate, and he 
represented, in some measure, the confederate 
soldier element. His colleague (Daniel) and 
two other ex-confederates had stated that no 
confederate ‘soldier asked for the passage of 
such a bill. But ex-confederate soldiers had 
had very few men in congress to voice their 
wishes. They had no channel through which 
to express themselves. He had never ridden 
in an ambulance: never been sick a day; never 
was absent from a single fight in which his 
brigade and regiment were engaged, and 
had~ suffered two terms of imprison- 
ment. The man, therefore, who 
challenged his loyalty to the confederacy in 
the past, did so with the same hazard of his 
veracity as if he were to challenge his loyalty 
to the union today, This was not a pleasant 
discussion for him. He was sorry that the 
crippled soldier of the south was not represent- 
ed here by some one more able than himself, 
and was antagonized by those who should have 
stood by him. He represented the ex-confed- 
erates who were misrepresented by others who 
would go home and claim to be their best 
friends and leaving patriotism at Washington 
and talkinz confederacy at home. In this 
connection he madean allusion (rot understood 
by the reporter) as to some confederate of- 
ficer inducing his men to exchange confederate 
money, $5 for 83 of a like issue. And 
yet, the senator from Connecticut, 
(Hawley) he said, had congratulated his 
colleague from Virginia on his statesman-like 
speech. He (Riddleberger) was not here as a 
persistent confederate. He was not here to 
ask for any other terms than those which had 
been accorded to him vears ago. But he was 
here to answer to every accusation of the kind 
which he found in the Congressional Record, 
avainst men who had been confederates, and 
who had dared to express their own judgment 
and to have the courage of theirown convic- 
tions. He could not understand how three 
confederate generals and one federal general 
should oppose the bill. 

Mr. Blair defended the principles of his bill, 
which, he said, he had introduced after pro- 
longed reflection, and on the same afternoon 
that he had had a conversation with a crippled 
confederate soldier. The bill was not (as some 
seemed to think) an entering wedge tothe pen- 
sioning of confederate soldiers, It was simply 
a bill embodying an act of homanity—of hu- 
manity blended with magnanimity—and 
which, he thought, a great nation might well 
exhibit, So far as public policy .was cone 
cerned he believed the proposition to be a wise 
one. He had received very many letters of 
thanks and commendation from ex-confeder- 
ate soldiers since the bill had been introduced. 
He calculated that there were, at least, a quar- 
ter of a million ex-confederate soldiers still live 
ing, of whom, perhaps, from 50,000 to 60,000 
were without arms or legs. These 
men could not be ensioned. Nothing 
could be done for them by the federal govern- 
ment, except in some indirect manner. Ever 
since the close of the war, ex-confederates had 
been appointed to office, not only under demo- 
cratic ‘administrations, but under republican 
administrations. He supposed that { out of 
every 100 appointments to the civil service, 
made in te south, were of men who had been 
disloyal during the war, and it was too late for 
his republican friends to say that it protruded 
any novel doctrine on thesenate He wonder- 
ed whether, if Mr. Lincoln occupied a seat in 
the senate,or if Generals Grant or Sherman, or 
Sheridan, occupied seatsin it, they would 
object to a second reading of the bill. 

Mr. Edmunds opposed the second reading of 
the bill, and remarked that in most parliamen- 
tary bodies in civilized countries the chief dis- 
cussion on the broad merits of a bill takes 
place on the question: ‘Shall the bill be read 
second time’’’ There was, therefore, on a 
measure of such importance, no want of cour- 
tesy in taking the sense of the senate on the 
question of ordering the bill toa second read- 
ing. When a measure so strange, so unique, 
60 important, as to attract attention on its 
broad merits, was introduced, it was not only 
right but wise that its principles should be 
considered, and that (ifit were thought vic- 
iows) it should be putan end to then. This 
was a bill which either conferred benefit ona 

articular class of persons, because.of particu- 

ar quality and relaticn which they occupied, 
or else it was mere sham ard humbug. Sena- 
tor from New Hampshire had shown that the 
bill would be, undoubtedly, a great benefit to 
the particular class of persons 
described in it. It was not, therefore, a sham 
andahumbug. There was now on the statute 
book a law saying that a particular class of 
United States citizens, who have distinguished 
themselves in fighting for their country, should 
be preferred as government employes. This 
bill proposed that a certain class of citizens, 
who had distinguished themselves in fighting 


‘against their count should be in a like man- 


ner preferred—and for the same reason. That 
was the proposition. He thought it safe to 
say that no such proposition had ever before 
been made in any legislative body, and prob- 
ably no such proposition would ever again be 
made. It destroyed all distinction between 
patriotism and the reverse. Nobody objected 
to confederate soldiers or confederate citizens 
sitting in either house of congress. They did 
not occupy such seats not because they had 
been confederates, but because (the period of 
hostility having passed away) they stood just 
like every other citizen—no better and no 
worse, Astothe appointment of Mosby and 
other ex-confederates by General Grant, he 
said that General Giant had appointed them 
not because they had been ¢eonfederates, but 
because they were useful and patriotic citizens. 
He hoped the senate would take no further 
step with the bill. 

Without ay ae of the question, the 
senate, at 2 o’clock, took up the house bill to 
psoaiee for the purchase of United States bonds, 

y the secretary of the treasury, the pending 
question being an amendment offered yester- 
day by Mr. Stewart, authorizing the deposit 
of gold or silver bullion and the issuance of 
coin certificates therefor. 

Mr. Teller took the floor and spoke for two 
hours, advocating Mr. Stewarts’s amendment, 
and making a general argument in favor of 
silver for all financial purposes. He said that 
until the United States government took the 
back track and planted itself squarely on the 
doctrine that silver coin must bo treated the 
same as gold coin, the United States would 
have littls or no effect on the financial con- 
duct of other nations. When the government 
would have done that, there would be no 
further question about the price of silver. 

Mr. Reagan presented an amepdment, which 
he desired to have printed (to be offered here- 
after) authorizing the secretary of the treasury 
to cancel interest-bearing bonds with a hun- 
dred millions of gold now reserved in the treas- 
ury for the redemption of legal tender notes, 
and repealing that portion of the resumption 
act which requires the redemption of legal ten- 
der notes in coin. 

Mr. Beck gave notice that he would also offer 
as an amendment the bill which he bad intro- 
duced on the same subject.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—In the house the 
speaker laid before the house the following 
communication from the marshal of the Uni- 
ted Stutes supreme court: 

I am directed by the justices of the supreme court 
of the United States toinform you that, in accord- 
ance with a resolution of the house of representa- 
tives, adopted March 26, 1888, the funeral ceremo- 
nies of the late Chief Justice Waite wili_ be held in 
the hall of the house of representatives March 28 at 
12, noon. Members. of the house are respectfully 
invited to attend on that occasion. 

The communication was laid upon the table. 

Mr. O’ Ferrall, of Virginia, called up and the 
house adopted a resolution of the committee 
on elections in the contested election case of 
Worthington vs. Post, from the tenth Illinois 
district.

Atlanta’s New Road. 
From the Athens Banner-Watchman. 
Work on this line is progressing finely, in 
South Carolina, between Monroe and Chester, The 


force at work,at present, is not quite so large; but as | 
heretofore, General Hoke is making arrangements | 


to let the en tire line, between Chester and Atlanta, 
to contractors and by the middle of the summer 
thousands of hands will be at work all along the 
line and it will be pushed rapidly. 

Forty-five miles in South Carolina has’ been 
graded and track is being placed thereon. The dis- 
tance from Chester to Atlanta is about 215 miles, so, 
at the best, it will require some time to complete 
the work, but the probability is that cars will be 
rapning from Monroe to Atlanta, within eighteen 
months. Assoon asthe main line is finished, the 
company will run branch roads to tap the most im- 
portant points. One of these is Washington, which 
ean bé reachéd, by a branch, just this side of Elber- 
ton, of only about twenty-two miles. This branch 
would bea magnificent feeder to the road as it 
would haul thousands of bales of cotton frém Elbert 
and Wilkes and by a much more direct route than 
either the Georgia or Richmond and Danville. This 
would insure to Athens almost the entire crop of 
Wilkes and Elbert counties, which at a low estimate 
will amount to 25,009 bales. Washington is anxious 
for this road and will raise a large subscription to 
assist Gencral Hoke in building it.

RED HOT TIMES 


Splits and Tumult atthe Repub- 
lican County Convention. 


{The Police Called In—The Two Factions 
Hold Two Conventions and Choose 
Two Sets of Delegates. 


There were red-hot times in Good Templars’ 
jiall yesterday. 

The republicans of Fulton couuty held acon- 
yention, or several conventions. 

From 12 o'clock until six the hall was filled 
with excited negroes. all of whom were pos- 
sessed of strong lungs—and they knew it. 
With the exception of the times when the At- 
Janta police took » and in the proceedings, 
everybody in that section of the city knew it 
It was a fight between the friends of Wim- 
bish and McHenry on the one hand, and 
Rucker and Thompson on the other, these four 
being aspirants for the honor of attending the 
Chicago convention as delegates. 

Long befofe the chairman rapped for order 
3t was evident that there were two factions, 
and that each faction was enthusiastic and de- 
termined. 

The fact that at tho various ward and district 
meetings last Tuesday night, several meetings 
had split and elected two sets of delegates, and 
that the rival delegates were present and hard 


at work, served to arouse a great deal of feel- 


ing, and it was a free fight from the start. 
Captain Mose Bentley, as chairman of the 
county executive committee, called the meet- 
ing toorder. Then came the fight for secre- 
tary, and it was only after a wild squabble that 
Tom Cox was chosen to fill that position. Cox’s 
first duty was to read a list of delegates whom 
the chairman announced he would recognize 
as the lawfully chosen delegates to the conven- 


tion. 

The chair had decided which of the 
contesting delegations from the 
first, fourth and sixth wards 
were entitled to seats, and there was a how! of 
—— from a large proportion of the 
crowd. : 

FIRST BLOOD FOR WIMBUSH. 

The Wimbush men had drawn first blood, 
as this action seated the Wimbush delegations 
from the split wards. Then there was confusion 
—confusion with a great big C—and it was ten 
minutes before the whole list could be read. 
It was a clean knockout of the Rucker forces, 
as under this state of aff- rs the Rucker men 
had only one ward—the third. A dozen ne- 
groes held the floor at the same time, while 
others talked from chairs and tables. Bedlam 
was discounted. Points of order and points of 
information were tired at the chairman from 
all parts of the hall and stump speeches were 
being made on all sides. 

Taking advantage of a momentary lull, a 
motion was made to elect a temporary chair- 
man, as the chairmanof the county committee 
only had authority to organize the meeting, 
and then give place to a regularly elected 
chairman. 

In the midst of the wildest confusion, Bent- 
ley waselected chairman. Attention was then 
directed to the chairman’s list. 


‘Dis vere’s bin cut an’ dried!” shouted a | 


Rucker darky. ‘‘We aint goin’ to have no 
show.”’ 

The Rucker men cheered the speaker, and 
the Wimbush men tried to put him out. At 
rare intervals in the melee could be heard the 
continuous tapping of the chairman’s gavel. 

The secretary, Cox, was a Rucker man, and 
as he occupied a seat on the stage, his kicking 
was particularly noticed, and called attention 
to the fact that a temporary secretary should 
be elected, as was donein case of the chair- 
man. 

For the first time the faction lines were 
strongly drawn. The Rucker men supported 
Cox, while the Wimbush crowd nominated 
and supported H. H. Williams. All the dele- 
gates; even in the contested districts, and the 
alternates voted. It was decisive. Williams 
received forty-five yotes and Cox thirty-five. 
{',The Wimbush men had a fair majority. 

. THE POLICE ON HAND. 

This only served to arouse the other faction, 
however, and a general fight seemed immi- 
nent. J. W. Thompson was particularly wild 
in his language and gestures. A policeman 
was sent for. Patrolman Lackey made his 
je through the crowd and quieted Thompson 
and those immediately surrounding him. 

As the door closed behind the policeman the 
racket began, and betore the policeman reach- 
ed the sidewalk it was as bad asever. The 
excitement became intense. At least a dozen 
negroes were on the floor when Sergeant 
Mike White, under instructions from Act- 
ing Chief of Police Couch, entered the room. 

**Have you permission from the mayor to 
held a meeting ?’’ he asked of the chairman. 

‘Not that I know of.’’ 

“Well, you’ll have to adjourn until you get 
permission.”’ 

At 2:45 the meeting was adjourned until 
3:15, after a committee had been instructed to 
see the mayor. The Rucker men wanted the 
mayor to refuse the permit, while the Wim- 
bush men didn’t, and from the foot of the 
stairs there was a wild race for the mayor’s 
office. McHenry himself got there first.

HISSKULL CRUSHED IN. 


A Negro Man Found Nearly Dead 
In an Alley. 


Rube Stafford While Watching a Negro is 
Knocked on the Head With an Iron 
. Bar—His Injuries Dangerous. 


Rube Stafford, a young negro well known in 
police circles, is in a dying condition at the 
Ivy street hospital. 

The back of his head is entirely {crushed in. 

Stafford is well known among the police, 
but not as a law breaker;.and the dangerous 
wounds upon bis head, of which he will more 
than probably die, were inflicted by a negro 
Whose arrest he has been trying to 
accomplish. For several days past 
the police have been looking for a young negro 
known as Ed Spencer and Ed Howard, who is 
wanted for burglaries and larcenies without 
number. Spencer is an oily negro and has 
managed to slip through thelofficer’s hands 
time and time ago. A few days ago Stafford 
was called in and requested to aid in securing 
Spencer’s arrest. He began trying to locate the 
negro and late yesterday afternoon found him 
loating around the ten cent circus, corner 
Loyd and Hunter street, and communicated 
with the police department. He was instruct- 
ed to keep Spencer in sight unti! officers came 
andin obeying bis instruction received the 
fatal worni.g§ oon afier dark Spencer began 
moving around restlessly, all the time watch- 
ing Stafford as though he had tumbled to the 
shadow upon him. About ten o'clock 
he walked slowly away from 
the cireus tent going down Loyd street. Just 
south of the church of Immaculate§Concention, 
there is an alley leading off Loyd street, othe 
west side, and when Spencer reached this 
alley he turned into it. Stafford was close be- 
hind him, and walked boldly into the alley. It 
was intensely dark, and was raining hard, but 
he had no thought of the danger to which he 
was subjecting himself. Before he 
had = gone deep into the alley, 
he was stopped by a hard blow upon the back 
of the head. The blow knocked him to the 
ground, when another was added to it. 

An hour Jater a negro connected with. the 
eircus was moving through the alley, and 
stumbling over something, made an investiga- 
tion. The invgstigation disclosed a man lying 
in the middle of the alley in an unconscious 
condition, covered with mud, rain and blood. 

The circus hand gave the alarm, and Patrol- 
man Hamilton, who was looking for Stafford, 
and the negro he was shadowing, responded. 
The patrolman at first thought the negro was 
dead, and securing assistance, removed him 
to the city prison, whither Dr. Van Goidts- 
novan, the prison physician, was summoned. 
The officers about police headquarters recog- 
nized Stafford, and instituted an inquiry.: From 
@negro who Lal been with him at the 
circus they learned that he had been follow- 
ing Spencer all evening. and that he had been 
seen enter the alley immediately behind him. 
Of course the assaultis aconjecture. 

Near where Stafford was found, a very 
heavy piece of round iron was picked up. 
It is supposed that the blow wus with 
the iron. Dr. Van Goidtsnovan, after a careful 
examination, pronounced the negro’s wounds 
as extremely dudgorens, the entire back part 
of the skull having been crushed in. He was 
removed to the Ivy street hospital after his 
wounds had been dressed, and at 3 o’clock this 
morning was barely alive, 

The negro who is supposed to have made the 
assault is still at large.

For some time past Atlanta, and, in fact, 

the whole of north Georgia, has been deluged 

witha generous issue of counterfeit silver 


colin. 


But the gang has been broken up by the 
grand jury, and several of the men are now in 
Fulton county jail, with a reasonable proba- 
bility ofstaying there for some time tocome. 

Fulton and Bartow hee pr_bably been tie 
heaviest losers from the introduction of the 
counterfeit coin. The counteifeit coin 
cludes dimes, quarters, half dollars and dol- 
lars. The specimens on exhibition of the 
s‘naller coins represent a fair imitation, butthe 
larger ones will not bear c)ose examination. 

It only requires sixteen of the genuine dol- 
lars to the pound, while it requires seventeen 
dollars, one fifty cent piece and a quarter of
